A rlington H eights village board 
will probably officially accept the 
new Segraves fire truck a t its m eet­ 
ing Monday night. The truck passed 
through three hours of tests on 
Thursday afternoon conducted by 
representatives of the Board 
of 
U nderw riters which were conduct­ 
ed a t Dam No. 2. F or three hours 
heavy stream s of w ater were play­ 
ing from the fire engine. 
Large 
crowds were attracted to the sight. 
Passing autoists from m any states 
stopped to watch the tests. 
The 
engine was first operated for a per­ 
iod of two hours a t 150 pound pres­ 
sure delivering 520 gallons of w ater 
a minute. The next half hour it was 
operated a t 200 pounds, pumping 
525 gallons a m inute. The last half 
hour of the test the pressure was 
250 pounds. 
Heavy Penalty For Mail 
With Insufficient Postage 


It m ay not be generally known 
th at there is a fifty per cent pen­ 
alty charged on letter mail th at 
is more than 
two cents lacking 
in postage. This m eans th at if the 
letter is only tw*o cents shy of the 
required postage, the man who re­ 
ceives it will only be required to 
pay the two cents, but for every 
ounce over th a t am ount, he is as­ 
sessed one cent extra. A deficiency 
of six cents in postage requires

cents to be claimed.

U. S. Government 
Insurance Is Again 
Available To “Vets.” 
MT. PROSPECT

Kansas City, Kansas, November 
16—Word went out from national 
headquarters of the Veterans of 
Foreign W ars of the U. S. today in­ 
structing local pnits in a campaign 
to acquaint all ex-service men with 
the fact United States government 
insurance is again available to all 
who served during the world war. 
Recent 
legislation 
has 
again 
made available this insurance to 
men who were pct any time eligible 
to 
make 
application. 
Following 
the armistice, the government per­ 
mitted veterans to convert their 
war risk policies and this was 
in 
force until July 2, 1927. 
It was 
found there were still thousands of 
ex-service men desirious of secur­ 
ing this insurance but due to pro­ 
crastination and financial emfearass- 
ments, they had failed to make ap­ 
plication before that date. 
Captain Edwin 
S, 
Bettelheim, 
Jr., chairman of the national legis­ 
lative committee of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, and other 
veteran 
group representatives, appeared be­ 
fore congressional bodies with ur­ 
gent requests the ban be 
lifted. 
Many instances were cited wherein 
veterans were uninformed concern­ 
ing benefits of government insur­ 
ance when it was available 
until 
July, 1927. 
In addition innumer­ 
able applications, mailed on July 
2, 1927, through a misunderstand­ 
ing failed to reach insurance divi­ 
sion offices of the Veterans Bureau 
in time to be recognized. 
The amendment to eisting legis­ 
lation fails to establish a closing 
date for the future, but neverthe-; 
less veterans interested in govern- j 
ment insurance will be urged 
to j 
make application as soon as pos-; 
sible in view’ of the possibility of j 
future legislation destroying the j 
present opportunity*
